QSKSrH: O/F, and learned that 17 PSAS loans 
were made in calendar year 1965 and 21 in calendar year 1966, total 
$11, 000 and $13, 000 respectively. In answer to my question, Jack 
advised that they have apparently had no problem with the manner in 
which these loans have been accounted for to Headquarters. It would 
seem, then, that the field stations are complying with the requirements 
even though the dispatch of 1959 was rescinded in 1962. I am of the 
opinion that at most stations, the book dispatch was never destroyed.
